Philadelphia, January 8—A small cir- 
cle of the younger democratic lawyers 
observed Jackson day by 
giving a dinner tonight at the Hotel 
Bellevue.

William Jennings Bryan Ad- 
dresses Democratic Club 
at New tavern, 


FPEDIENCY NOT PART 
OF THE BRYAN CREED 


Nebraskan Believes in Sticking to 
Principle, Victory or No Victory. 
Hill and Cléveland Write 
to the Democrats of 
Philadelphia. 


New Haven, Conn., January 8.—Jackson 
day was observed here tonight by the 
New Haven Democratic Club. Wiliam 
Jennings Bryan was a guest and chief 
speaker. More than. one hundred guests 
attended the banquet, which was held 
prior to a public meeting in Music hall. 
Many prominent cemocrats from over the 
state were present. 

At the conclusion of the banquet, Mr. 
Bryan was introduced. He said he should 
talk somewhat more freely of partisan 
matters to the barqueting party than he 
intended at the public meeting to follow. 
In part he said: 

“If I torged my opinion by what I read 
in the daily press I would come to the 
conclusion that there are not many. d°m- 
ocrats left. I cannot in that way find 
out evhat is going on among the masses. 
It is extremely gratifying to me to find 
by coming to vou and to others that there 
are bands of men who are not disheart- 
ened by defeat—men who think more of 
having their party right in principles 
than to be merely successful. The demop- 
cratic party has no right to exist except 
it has principles to exist for, and no 
principle justifies existence of a party 
unless it is a great principle. A principle 
that is not great enough to die for is not 
great erough to live for.” 

At Music hall Mr. Bryan made a long 
speech. In explaining why he frequently 
comes here to speak, he said the city is 
a university seat, that there is here a 
kind of democracy that be likes to keep 
in touch with, ‘ren who are democrats 
for principle, whether the principle is 
popular or not.”’ 

Mr. . Bryan: discussed a variety of 
problems under the general head ‘Of 
“civilization.” He said he had studied the 
subject of civilization” and had be¢ome 
deeply impressed with the thought that 
the moral element in civilization is not 
only important, but-is paramount. If the 
moral obligstion ot government is under- 
stood ind is lived up to bv individuals 
and by generations. of individuals, he 
said, it would be impossible tor a repub- 
lic to die. It would be grander, greater 
and stronger a vhousand years hence 
than today. 

Mr. Bryan spoke at some length of the 
eppliication ct morality to other ques- 
tions. It is impcssible to  suppre3s 
anarchy, he said, by pcnal statute. It 
inust be overcome, he said, by teaching 


_ the necessity of government and by mak- 


ing the government so beneficent that 
men will be willing to die to preserve and 
protect. He deniec that the money ques- 
ticn is a dead issue; asssxijied the supretne 
court decision in the Downs case and ex- 
pressed the belief that the “valor of the 
Boers, despite reverses, had cost Great 
Britain so dearly that republics all over 
the world wherever situated would be 
safe.”’ 


AGAINST TARIFF ON SUGAR. 


Consumers Paying Too Much, Says 
Havemeyer, of Trust. 

New York, January 8&.—At the annual 
meeting of the stockholders of the Amer- 
ican Sugar Retining Company, in Jersey 
City todsyv, President Havemeyer pre- 
sented his annua] report. He gaid: 

“It would,seem that with an overflow- 
ing federal treasury there had disap- 
any reason for continuing the ex- 
isting high tariff upon raw sugar. It 
constitutes. a charge upon the consump- 
tion of nearly 2 cents a pound. 

‘This represents on an annual consump- 
tion’ of 2,350,000 tons $85,000,000 qa year. 
Of this, however, only 1,360,000 tons are 
iniported, yie‘ding customs revenues of 
$49,000,140. The balance, $36,000,000, goe* 
irto the pockets of.the planters. 

‘*‘A removal of this duty on raw sugar 
would result in a saving to the consum- 
er of £85,000,000."’ 


Ht DIED AT BOARD MEETING. 


Glulti-Millionaire Hartley Collapses 
While Discussing Finance. 


Ne York, January 8.—Marcellus Hart- | 


ley, director in some of the largest cor- 
porations of New York, and whose for- 
tune is estimated as among the iargest 
in the city, died almost instantly from 
heart disease this afternoon at a meéet- 
ing of the executive committee of the 
American Surety Company. 

Mr. Hartley was apparently perfectly 
well when he entered the board room. 
Just as Chairman Johnson called the 
meeting to order, Mr. Hartley was seen 
to collapse. He was placed upon a sofa 
and medical aid summoned, but he ex- 
pired in a few moments. Mr. Hartley was 
74 years of age.

FRAUGHT WITH DANGER 


Not “‘Commerce by Conquest, but 
Commerce by Insanity’”—Mayor 
Carter Harrison Sends Let- 
ter to Ciuub — Congress- 
man Ball on Trusts. 


Omaha, Nebr., January 8.—The eleventh 
annual banquet of the Jackson Club, of 
Nebraska, was held at the Paxton hotel 
tonight with an attendance of 400, many 
of whom were prominent in politics in 
all parts of the state. The guests of 
honor were Congressman Ball, of Texas, 
and ex-Congressman J. Hamilton Lewis, 
of Washington. Toastingster Frederick 
Cosgrove read several communications 
from yrominent democrats, who an- 
rcunced regret at their inability to be 
present, among them ex-Governor Peck, 
of Wisconsin, and Mayor Carter H. Har- 
rison, of Chicago. 

Mavor Harrison in his letter said: 

“At no period since the hero of New 
Orleans disappeared from among. his 
countrymen and entered the pantheon of 
history has there been greater need of 
recalling the personal virtues and polit- 
ical ideas of Andrew Jackson than fow. 

“It ts for democrats, «<t least, a hizh 
patriotic, duty; and you~’ proposed ban- 
quet and all gatherings of like spirit 
have my unqualificd sympathy.” 

Congressman Thcmas H. Ball, of Texas, 
responded ‘to the toast, ‘‘Democratic 
Duty is Democratic Opportunity.’ 

‘“‘Never in the Listory of this country,” 
began Mr. Ball, ‘‘has there been greater 
need for wisdom te understand, and 
courage to stend fast bv the old faith. 
Latter-day statesmen scoff at the man

Many of Those Killed Were Promi- 
nent in Business Life—Respon- 
sibility for the Disaster Has 
Not Been Fixed—Train- 
men Arrested. 


New York, January 8—In the New 
York Central railroad tunnel that bur- 
rows under Park avenue, this city, -two 
local trains collided today. Fifteen 
pass®ngers were killed and twice that 
number were injured. A dozen of the 
latter were seriously hurt, and the roster 
of. the dead may ‘be extended.

of privats bills. He announced that none 
but absolutely meritorious cases would be 
. presented to the senate for its consider- 
ation and that the closest scrutiny would 
be Siven by the committee to every Dill 
introduced. He said ihat no pension 
exceeding $50 a morth would be’ recom- 
mendéd by’ the committee for the widow 
of a general officer and that pensions for 
the widews of other officers would be 
scaled down proportionately. . + 

The interesting case of Dr. Lazeare, 
who, . at the instance of Johns Hopkins 
university and “for’the government. went 
to Cuba.and submitted himself :to innoc- 
ulation with yzllow’ fever through mos- 
quito bites and died from the disease 
thus contracted; was brought to-the sen- 
ate’s attention by Mr. McComas, who in- 
quired whether Dr. Lazeare’s’ widow 
would be entitled to a pension. No de- 
cision was reached, but it was the opin- 
ion of Senators Gallirger and Cockrel! 
that the case had no pensionable status. 

Bacon Watching Pensions. 

Among the mezsures passed were a con- 
siderable number of private pension bills, 
Mr. Bacon inquired of Mr. Gallinger, 
chairman of the commitiee on pensions, 
what measure of care was exercised by 
the committee in considering bills pro- 
viding for increase of pensions. 

Mr. Gallinger said that it always had 
been the effort of the pensions com- 
mittee to give most careful consideration 
to all bills submitted to it. Particularly 
bills providing for increase of pensions 
were given the closest scrutiny. He point-

_ intexicating liquors in certain islands of 
‘the Pacific; granting permission to Cap- 
tain C. Dew Willcox, U. S. A., to accept 
the diploma and decoration of officer in 
the Academie awarded to him by the 
' government of France; authorizing 
George W. Hill; chief of the division of 
publications of the department of agri- 
cultur2, to accept a decoration tendered 
him by the French republic; granting 
permission to Lieutenant W. P. Scott, 
Uw.

Case ot Dr. Lazeare. 

During further consideration of pension 
bills, Mr. McComas inquired of Mr. Gal-

Dr, Lazéeare, of Maryland, who in com- 
pany with other physicians, at the in- 
stance of* the government and for love 
of sciénce and country, went to Cuba 
and there died of yellow fever while 
making: a study of the disease.

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Purcell Is Appointed Postmaster at Newberry, S. C, 
After He Pounded.the Man Who Traduced

| Washington, January 8&—(Special.)— 
That the administration is still pledged 
to the strenuous life was demonstrated 
in a South Carolina appointment an- 
nounced today. Charles J. Purcell was 
named as postmaster at Newberry. He 
is one of the McLaurin “commercial” 
democrats, but that had little to do with 
the case. There have been a dozen or so 
candidates for this office, which pays 
$2,500 a year. 

One of the most active candidates was 
John Scott, a republican ‘who formerly 
lived in Iowa, but who has heen a resi- 
dent of Newberry for some time. He 
counted on his Iowa republicanism pull- 
ing him through these days when Iowa 
‘seems to be getting all the good things in 


sight. 
He Licked His Opponent. 

Mr. Purcell, who is. a large property 
owner, was not an avowed aspirant for 
the place, but during one of his visits to 
Washington Mr. Scott hecame impressed 
with the idea that PurceN was secretly 


at work trying to secure the apnointment 
for himself. In addition to charging Pur- 
cell with treachery, “Scott: also charged 
him with owning property which he rent- 
ed to persons for immoral purposes. 
After Scott got-heme-the.news of these 
charges reached Newberry and the fol- 
lowing day Purcell, who weighs 200 
pounds and is something of an athlete, 
met Scott, who is smaller, om the street. 
There was a personal encounter without 
any of the pistols: and coffee accessories 
Supposed to go with a South Carolina 
encounter and Scott got decidedly the 
worst of it. Before letting him go, Pur- 
cell announced his intention to repeat 
the dose daily until the charges were 
withdrawn. Scott telegraphed to Wash- 
ington withdrawing the charges. When 
these facts became known to President 
Roosevelt he decided that Purcell was a 
good man to administer the business and 
uphold the discipine of his office, and 
today the appointment was announced. 
Among the South Carolina appointments 
was that of David Aiken to be postmas- 


ter at Greenwood. The appointment was 
too late, as Mr. Aiken died several days 
ago. The postoffice authorities have not, 
however, been notified of the fact, and 
today his name was sent to the sen- 
ate.., , 


Democrats Named in Mississippi. 

President Roosevelt has appointed two 
democrats to office in Mississippi, giving 
the ‘republican machine a complete turn- 
down in an unexpected quarter. 8. C. Lee 
is appointed to the attorneyship for the 
southern district, the place made vacant 
by the death of Albert M. Lea, whose 
term woulg have expired tomorrow; Ed- 
gar 8S. Wilson is appointed marshal for 
the southern district, vice Frederick W. 
Collins, a republican, whose term has 
expired. 

It is stated by Mississippi democrats 
that Mr. Lee has always affiliated with 
the regular democratic organization and 
does not now belong to what is called 
the commercial democracy in some of 
the southern states. Mr. Lee is spoken 
of most highly by Senators Money and 
McLaurin. It is said that the president 
is simply carrying out his announced 
policy of appointing democrats in states 
where competent republicans cannot be 
found. A democrat succeeds Marshal 
Collins, but it is said that Collins was 
above the average as a representative 
of the republican party in Mississippi. 

The Virginia Offices. 

G. E. Bowden, national committeeman 
for Virginia, and Park Agnew, coflecto> 
of internal revenue and the republican 
state chairman of Virginia, called on the 
president today by appointment and dis- 
cussed with him the question of the se- 
lection of suitable candidates to fill the 
two marshalships of the state and the 
district attorneyship for the western dis- 
trict of Virginia. 

The president informed him that he had 
olready decided to apppoint Thomas Lee 
Moore district attorney and that he would 
consider their recommendations as to the 
marshalships. Mr. Bowden stated that 
neither he nor Mr. Agnew o}posed Mr.

United States treasury is detrimental to 
the business interests of the’ country; 
therefore, be it a 

“Resolved, That the secretary of the 
treasury is, and, he is hereby, directed 
to deposit all surplus funds belonging to 
the United States government with na- 
tional banks having a capital of not less 
than. $500,000 and a surplus of not less than 
$500,000. 

“That such deposits be made without 
requiring United States government bonds 
as security, that on such deposits the 
United States treasury receive interest 
at the rate of 2 per cent per annum, and 
that such deposits shall be a first lien 
of the assets of the bank. 

“No deposit in any one bank shall be 
greater than the combined capital and 
surplus of such bank.’’

Mexico City, January 8—It is now 
thought that the compulsory arbitration 
plan can be reported to the Pan-Ameri- 
can conference by the committee under 
an amendment of the rules which has 
been suggested by W. I. Buchanan of the 
United States delegation. The amendment 
will be to the effect that when a single 
committee reports on proposed treaties, 
one unanimous and the other signed by 
a majority, the forms shall be recorded 
in the main protocol at the termination 
of the conference and the latter jn a sup- 
plementary protocol. 

When this amendment is introduced it 
will have the support of the ten signa- 
tories of the compulsory plan and also 
of the United States delegation and per- 
haps one or twc more.

VOTE ON HEPBURN BILL 
LIKELY TO COME TODAY 


Out of Sixteen Members Speaking, 
Nine of Them Favored the Mor- 
ris Amendment in Regard 
to the Panama 

“Route. 


Washington, January 8—The debate 
upon the Nicaragua canal bill in the 
house today developed sentiment in favor 
of giving consideration to the recent of- 
fer of the Panama company, to sell its 
franchises and property for $40,000,000 and 
this sentiment took the form of advocat- 
jing the Morris amendment to empower 
the president to select the latter route if 
the canal commission, upon considering 
the company’s offer, recommends it and 
the required concessions can be obtained 
from Colombia. Of sixteen members who 
spoke today, nine favored the Morris 
amendment. It was agreed that general 
debate should close tomorrow at 2 o'clock 
after which the bill will be open to 
amendment under the five-minute rule. 
The final vote probably will be taken to- 
morrow. 

The speakers today were Messrs. 
Shackleford, Missouri; Parker, New Jer- 
sey; Lovering, Massachusetts; Morris, 
Minnesota; Burten, Ohio; Hill, of Con- 
necticut; Bromwell, Ohio; Gillet, Massa- 
chusetts, and Littlefield, Maine, in favor 
of the Morris amendment, and. Messrs. 
Burgess, Texas; Bell, Colorado; Cooney, 
Missouri; Cummings, New York; Gib- 
son, Tennessee, and Lacey, Iowa, for the 
bill in its present form. 

Mr. Shackleford, of Missouri, believed 
that the Eads Tehuantepec route was 
preferable to any which had been pro- 
posed, but he did not think the present 
a time for cavil. He did not like the 
Panama route, but if the new proposi- 
tion of the Panama company offered ad- 
vantages over the Nicaragua route, 
thought the president should have alter- 
native authority to accept it. 

Bartholdt Speaks and Is Sorry. 

“If you favor this bill,’ interposed Mr. 
Bartholdt, of Missouri, “why is it that 
you and your democratic colleagues from 
Missouri, at the last session, voted 
against a similar bill?’’ 

“Because,” . replied Mr. Shackleford, 
“the bill at the last session was passed 
through this house to the tune of ‘God 
Gave the Queen.’ I want it passed to 
the sweet strains of ‘Hail Columbia.’ ”’ 
(Democratic applause.) 

“But the Hay-Pauncefote 
not ratified at the last sessicn,’’ 
Mr. Bartholdt. 

“True, it was not,’’ replied Mr. Shack- 
leford, ‘“‘but our English secretary of 
state wanted it ratified and because we 
believed the wishes of her majesty’s rep- 
resentative in the cabinet would prevail, 
we oposed the Dill.”’ 

Mr. Lovering, of Massachusetts, also a 
member. of the committee that reported 
the bill, said that jn the past he had 
favored the Nicaraguan route lecause 
the engineers had. reported in its favor 
and because until recently he had be- 
lieved that. the transcontinental ralil- 
roads were using the Panama route to 
obstruct action. But he had recently sat- 
isfied himself that the railroads were 
not behind the Panama canal. The re- 
cent offer of the Panama company, he 
believed, was made in good faith. 

Morris on Panama Route. 

Mr. Morris, of Minnesota, who offered 
the amendmént yesterday ‘to give the 
president the alternative authority 
select the Panama route, if it was rec- 
ommended by the commission, after the 
consideration of the Panama company’s 
new offer, 
amendment, which, he said, was not to 
impede the construction of the canal, but 
to insure the selection of the best canal 
—the best as to location, cost of main- 
tenance and operation, durability and 
freedom from danger and destruction. 

Before the isthmian commission made 
its report he did-not believe the Pana- 
ma route feastblés He thought it had 
been used solely for the purpose of delay. 
But sinee reading the report he was un- 
able to reach a éonclusion as to which 
was the better route. In embarkirg upon 
an enterprise that was to cost $200,000,000, 
perhaps more, he consideréd it wise that 
the experts should have an opportunity 
to consider the new offer of the Panama 
company. _

If the bills was passed in the form in, 


which it was réported, the president 
could not entertain the offer of the Pana- 
ma company and under it the president 
might, by treaty, bind the United States 
to construct the Nicaraguan canal, even 
though we afterwards became. convinced 
that the other was the better route. 

Mr. Burton, of Ohio, who led. the op- 
position to a simflar bill in the last con- 
gress, said he woukl now be glad to see 
the pending bill pass. The events of the 
last twenty moriths, he declared, had vin- 
dicated the course of the minority. In 
speaking of the advantages of the Pan- 
ama route, he said a member of the com- 
mission had told him a few days ago that 
fhe examination of the Panama route 
had been much more thorough than the 
other, and there was far less danger of 
disagreeable surprises as the work pro- 
gressed. Mr. Burton received a round of 
applause as he concluded.

and sungeons came a score of volunteer 
physicians and half a dozen ciergymen. 

’ Rescuing the Victims. 

Ladders were run down the tunnel air 
shafts and the firemen and' police attack- 
ed the debris with ropes and axes. Pas- 
sengers already had rallied and were try- 
ing to release those imprfsoned in the 
debris. Father Smith and Rev. Dr. Walk- 
ley, chaplains of the fire department, 
crawled in over the wreckage and min- 
istered to the dying. Lieutenant Clarke, 
of the fire department, forced his way 
to the point where Miss Rice and Miss 
Scott lay and stood in water that scalded 
the flesh from ‘his limbs until. the women 
were released. T. M. Murphy, a pas- 
senger, both of whose legs were broken 
and still held by the timbers, volunteered 
to remain as he was until those around 
him were assisted. 

Two policemen and Chaplain 
reached Mrs. Howard and the chaplain 
gave her a stimulant. The.- policemen 
were cutting away the seat which hel# 
the woman down, when a pipe broke. The 
scalding steam drove them back and 
when the rescuers returned Mrs. Howard 
was dead. 

Injured persons in need of immediats 
attention were given temporary dressing 
by the ambulance and volunteer sur- 
geons and then hoisted to the _ street. 
Many.Park avenue mansions were thrown 
open to the suffering, but most of the in- 
jured were at once taken to hospitals. 
The dead were carried to the morgt@e and 
police stations. 

Immense crowds, heedless of the snow, 
which swirled through the street, gather 
ed about the tunnel entrance and shafts 
and watched the rescue work. 

Cornelius Vanderbilt was among those 
who came to the tunnel, but the police 
denied him admission, despite the fact 
that his family controls the railway. 

Responsibility for Disaster. 

Responsibility for the disaster is un- 
fixed, but Superintendent Franklin said 
that so far as he had been able to discover 
J. M. Wischo, engineer of the White 
Plairs train, is to blame. It is declared 
that’ when the South Norwalk train stop- 
ped a flagman ran back into the tunnel 
and, besides placing a torpedo on the 
track, endeavored to flag the on-coming 
train.-The tunnel was beclouded with 
steam and smoke, while the snow, which 
fell through the air shafts, tended to ob- 
scure the view. Engineer Wischo and 
Fireman Christopher Flynn were arrest- 
ed. A signal. man also was detained for a 
time, but was released. 

Superintendent Franklin has issued a 
statement as to the accident, in which he

There were five 
cars. 

“There were several women in my car 
and also in the last car.

I looked 
back and saw the car behind telescoping 
over the rear of our car and through that 
mix-up plunged a roaring locomotive.

Mr. Burgess, of Texas, who represented | 
the Gaiveston district, supported the bill | 
in an earnest speech.

The company wantefl 
$40,000,000 for work already done, which 
covered about one-fourth of the canal. 
The completed one-fourth had cost the 
French stockholders $240,00,000. At the 
same rate it would cost the United States 
$720,000,000 to complete the canal. 

Mr. Hopkins, of Illinois, asked unani- 
mous consent that the bill to establish 
a permanent census bureau be made a 
continuing order until disposed of after 
the Nicaragua bil! is acted upon.

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SCHEME TO ROB 
NATION WARDS 


Startling Charges Regarding 
Indian Affairs Are Brought 
Before Senate. 


GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS 
LOOKING FOR GOOD THINGS 


Senator Rawlins Wants a Rigid In- 
vestigation in Order To Show 
What Government Officials 
Are Engaged in Pluck- 
ing Indians. 


Washington, Janfuary 8.—Senator Raw- 
lins today introduced a resolution in the 
senate directing the senate committee on 
Indian affairs to investigate the question 
of the leasing of mineral lands owned 
by Indians and a number of letters which 
he had read reveated the fatt that the 
resclution was intended especially to se- 
cure an investigation of the leasing of 
such lands in the Indian reservations in 
Utah. The resolution says in part: 

“The committee is instructed to make 


inquiry as to what methods have been | 


employed to obtain the consent of the 
Indians to such leases and the approval 
thereof by the secretary of the interior; 
and what companies have been organ- 
ized and combinations formed to obtain 
such leases; where have the organizations 
taken place; who are the stockholders 
and officers thereof; and whether any per- 
sons connected with congress or the gov- 
ernment of the United States or holding 
office thereunder have been or now are 
interested in or engaged in the promo- 
tion of such companies or combinations in 
obtaining leases for mineral lands within 
Indian reservations.”’ 

Senator Rawlins had read letters from 
E. R. Harper, wHo occupied the position 
of allotment agent to Agent Myton and 
others at the Indian reservation. They 
were written from Washington in the 
latter part of 1898 and the first part of 
1899 and some of them were written on 
official paper of the Indian bureau. They 
deal especially with the importance of 
getting the first permit for a lease and 
then, when that became impossible, of 
preventing the consummation of a permit 
secured by another person whose name 
was Timins. In one of the letters writ- 
ten to 8S. M. Miller, March 8, 1899, Harper 
advised against any connection with 
other would-be leasers, ‘“‘as,’’ he said, 
“we have better chances at the other 
end of the line and equally as good 
here.”’ 

In the same letter he said: 

“Timms is working from here through 
McDonald, the veterinary surgeon at the 
post, but you need not fear tha doctor, 
as he will very soon be put out of the 
way. It may be advisable to ‘lay 102’ 
until he gets his orders to leave and is 
gone away. Thoman is the only man 
that needs looking after. He has been 
trying to get Myton off the reservation 
so as to get a chance to treat with 
him and get him away from us if possl- 
ble.” 

March 13 he dealt on the chances of 
getting McDonad out of the way and 
said: 

“We must Knock him 
of the way.’’ 

In his lett@ cf this date he says: 

“Saturday I will be appointed alloting 
agent and frém that time on I will have 
nothing to do with.the lease matter— 
publicly. I can,.of course, be expected 
to look after the ditch interests of the 
dear Indians.’’ 

March 14 he advised that Miller should 
gO away from the reservation for a time, 
saying: 

‘We must not put any officer in the 
hole by anything we may Say or do.’ 

It is 
addressed to Myton, Mease, McAndrews 
and Miller and advises them that Timms 
had been granted a permit to negotiate 
for a lease of the priority of his applica- 
tion.

Almost a riot was caused at a police 
station by the arrest of a man accused 
by Coroner Scholler of attempting to rob 
the bodies of the dead ag they lay in the 
station house. 

People had been admitted to the station 
to identify the bodies and the man is 
supposed to have drifted in with the 
crowd. When he was taken before the 
sergeant at the desk the friends and rela- 
tives of some of the dead were go in- 
censed that they made several attempts 
to get at him, shouting, “He ought to 
be lynehed!"” The man gave his name as 
John Maloney. Coroner Scholler said he 
saw Maloney going through the pockets 
of one of the dead _ person's clothes. 

“You ought to be burned in oil,” gaid the 
sergeant to Maloney. “You are the mean- 
est criminal I ever saw. Take him away 
quick.’”’ 

Maloney was taken to a cell, followed 
by the threats of the crowd. 

Late in the day the coroner ques- 
tioned the trainmen, holding court at a 
police station. The inquest was hel® 
behind closed doors, ang as a result of 4B 
Signalman Fiynn- was released, -whi'e 
Fireman Fyler was held in bail of $6,000 
and Engineer Wischo without bail. The 
railroad comvany furnished bonds for 
Fyler, and Wischo was taken to the 
Tombs prison.

Strained Relations Between the 
United States. and Russian 
Officials in China 


RUSSIANS BADLY BEATEN 
BY AMERICAN SAILORS 


€zar’s Subjects Not Accustomed is 
Fist Fights—And They Stood 
No Show Against the 
Brawny Jackies of the 
Vicksburg.

Pekin, January 8&.—While the actual 
Casualtics during the fighting at Niu 
Chwang between American sailors be- 
longing to the United States gunboat 
Vicksburg, which is wintering there, and 
Russian soldiers, attached to the garrison 
of that port, are trifling up to date, the 
matter has resulted in unpleasantly 
strained relations between the American, 
Russian and -British authorities there. 
The Washington and St. Petersburg gov 
ernments are now endeavoring to arrange 
matters so that there may be no furthcr 
friction. 

Britain Involved, Too. 

The trouble originated in the action of 
gcme. sailors belonging to the British 
sloop of war Algerine, also in winter 
quarters at Niu Chwang, in carrying 
ashore six rifles for use in a theatrical 
porform&nce. The Russian administration 
ecnt a force-of men to arrest the British 
Sailors. The Russians, however, by 
mistake broke into a reading room where 
a party of the Vicksburg’s men were 
seated and tried to arrest them. The 
Americans resisted, defending themselves 
with chairs. They were overpowered 
after a sharp fight, however, and handed 
over to the United States con , who 
gent them on board the Vicksburg. 

The bad feeling which arose from this 
incident resulted in several fights when- 
ever American or British sailors mct Rus- 
sian sailors, and the latter not being ac- 
customed to fist 4e@hts, were usually bad- 
ly worsted. This condition of affairs cul- 
minated cn New Year’s day in a more 
serious affray and the Russian minister 
here, M. Paul Lessar, complained to Min- 
ister Conger that two members of the 
Vicksbure'’s crew had fired a revolver at 
an unoffending Russian soldier, wounding 
him in the arm. 

Relations between the American end 
Pritish consuls’ and naval commanders 
mand the Russian admini-trator at Niu 
Chwang are strained, which makes a 
friendly settlement of the affair difficult. 
The administrator attempted to enforce a 
secial code, wnich the foretgn officials re- 
fused to recognize.

Paris, January 8—The French protec- 
torate of Tunis will ghortly enthusiastic- 
ally issue many thousand circulars for 
circulation among the southern negroes 
of the United States, through the agency 
of the society for the encouragement of 
emigration to Tunis, which hopes to at- 
tract to that country a class of skilled 
agriculturists. 

The French Colonizers’ Society, which 
has lately been making great efforts to 
persuade unemployed French youths to 
emigrate to Tunis, believes that there are 
hundreds of negroes dissatisfied with the 
United States and longing for an oppor- 
tunity to emigrate to some new and 
profitable field. 

The society declares that the negro con- 
stitution is fitted for the climate and for 
making the best of the agricultural spe- 
cialties of the country, which include 
cotton and tobacco. 

Two acres of land are offered to each 
newcomer who has scrious intentions of 
remaining in the protectorate and who 
decldres his willingness to advance a pro- 


portion of the cost of his transportation. 
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attacked a sentry- and owed their lives 
to the sentry’s forbearance in not exer- 
cising his right to shoot. . 

The administrator demanded that the 
United States consul try the offenders, 
but the commander of the Vicksburg, E.

Russian officials have repeatedly 
formed the foreign consuls at Niu 
Chwang that Russia interded soon to 
evacuate the city. The consuls, fearing 
that the interests of foreign residents 
would be endangered w®a the govern- 
ment of Niu Chwang was restored to the 
Chinese, requested that the Vicksburg 
and the Algerine be sent there.

MONEY STRESS 
PINCHES KAISER 


Speech from Throne Gloomy 
About Industrial Situation, 


Revenues from the State Railroads 
Have Fallen Off — Chancellor 
Von Buelow Takes Occasion 
To Deal Chamberlain 
Some Sharp Raps. 


Berlin, January 9.—The speech from the 
throne read by the imperial chancellor, 
Count Von Buelow, at the opening of the 
Prussian diet today, took a gloomy view 
of the economic situation. It pointed out 
that the revenues from the state rail- 
roads in 1901 fell considerable short of 
estimates and that the whole result3 
financially were disappointing. In the 
budget for 1902 the revenue ts estimated 
below that of the current year, but the 
balance between the revenue and the ex- 
penditure is to be maintained without 
having recourse to a loan. 

The speech announced plans for legis- 
lation providing for the housing of state 
workmen and of officials earning small 
salaries. Considerable credits are de- 
manded for the extension of the state 
railroads and the promotion and con- 
struction of light railroads. A new canal 
bill, to complete the system of water- 
ways, will be submitted. 


To Repress the Poles. 

The concluding portion of Emperor 
William’s speech pointed to the neces- 
sity of adopting measures against the 
agitation in the Polish districts of east- 
ern Prussia, declared that the upholding 
of the political and economic position of 
the German element there was necessary 
for the self-preservation of Prussia, and 
promised that the government would ful- 
fill its duty in cultivating the German 
national spirit in that region and in com- 
bating with firmness all tendencies hos- 
tile to the state. In this course the gov- 
ernment counted on the support of the 
German population of East Prussia, as 
well as on the assistance of the whole na- 
tion, which regarded any attempt to 
drive out the German language as an at- 
tack on its national honor and dignity. 

Count Von Stolberg-Wernigerode (con- 
servative) discussed the economic crisis 
and urged the creation of fresh sources 
of revenue. Touchliuwg on the friendly 
relations existing between Germany and 
other countries, the count denounced the 
recent references of Mr. Chamberlain, 
the British colonial secretary, to the 
German army. 

“The last speaker,”’ 
Buelow, who spoke next, “alluded to a 
reference an English minister recently 
made to the German army’s conduct in 
the Franco-German war. I believe we 
are all agreed, and I think all sensible 
Englishmen agree with us, that when a 
minister considers himself called on to 
justify his policy, and such a thing may 
happen, he does well to leave foreign 
countries out of the discussion.’’ 

This statement was greeted with re- 
marks of approval from the house. 

Chamberlain Rapped. 

Continuing, the chancellor said: 

“Should he, however, wish to adduca 
examples from abroad,it is advisable that 
he should proceed with caution, as, other- 
wise, he may incur the risk of not only 
being misunderstood, but also of hurt- 
ing foreign feelings, even though, as I 
am ready to assume, there was, in the 
present instance, no intention of s+ do- 
ing. This is more regrettable when it 
happens in the case of countries which 
have always maintained their friendly 
relations undisturbed, a continuance of 
which is equally to the interest of both 
parties. It is quite comprehensible that 
a people which has become so thorough- 
ly a part and parcel of its glorious army 
as has Germany, should revolt at any 
appearance of the history of our glorious 
struggle for national wnity being misrep- 
resented. But the German army stands 
much too high and its escutcheon is too 
bright for them to be affected by warp- 
ened judgments. Such a critic, in the 
words of Frederick the Great concerning 
traducers of himself and the German 
army, is ‘simply biting on granite.’ ” 


GERMANY WAITS ON CASTRO. 


Venezuelan President Has Not Re- 
plied to Kaiser’s Note. 

Berlin, January 8.—The attention of the 
German foreign office has been directed 
to the recurrence of stories to the effect 
that a reply from President Castro. of 
Venézuela, to the note handed him Jan- 
uary 2, by the German charge d'affaires 
at Caracas, has not yet been received; 
that Germany will give Castro a reason- 
able time in which to answer, and that 
she has no disposition unduly to press 
the president of Venezuela.

Willemstad; Island of Curacoa, Decem- 
ber 30, 1901.—(Correspondence of the As- 
sociated Press.)—The government of Pres- 
ident Castro, of Venezuela, has caused the 
following notice to be publishec in the 
journals devoted to its interests: 

“Mr. Long has given formal and ener- 
getic instructions to the rear admiral of 
the United States north Atlantic squad- 
ron to watch the movements of ihe impe- 
rial German fliect which is lying off the 
Venezuelan coast and to offer resistance 
by force, if necessary, if the said fleet 
in any way threatens Venezuelan terri- 
tory.”’

Emperor of China Mere Tool 
in Hands of Dowager 
Empress. 


DOWAGER WAS SCARED 
BY LOCOMOTIVE WHISTLE 


Evidence Points. to the Fact That 
the Dowager Feels That She 
Must Conciliate Foreigners. 
Anti-Foreigner To Be 
Killed. A 


Pekin, January 8 —All evidence indi- 
cates that the emperor of China is now 
more completely under the domination of 
the dowager empress than he was before 
when the Chinese court went into ex- 
ile. 

Several high officials were granted li- 
censes today, during which the emperor 
filled the role of a figure-head. The em- 
press dowager sat on his majesty’s left 
and conducted the conversations. Accord- 
ing to the accounts of two of the offi- 
cilals the dowager empress ignored the 
emperor and the latter did not attempt 
to take any part in the affair. These 
Officials say his majesty appeared mel- 
ancholy and listless. 

The principal topic of conversation dur- 
ing these audiences was the presence in 
Pekin of the foreign garrisons. The dow- 
ager empress seemed impressed with the 
necessity of a conciliatory policy. 

Timidity of the Dowager. 

Evidence accumulates pointing to the 
timidity of the dowager empress about 
coming back to Pekin. Her first remark 
upon alighting at the Machiaput was: 
“Where are the foreign soldiers?’ upon 
seeing a number of newspaper cvrre- 
spondents at the station the dowager em- 
press bowed to them obsequiously. Before 
leaving Pao Ting Fu in the special train 
yesterday the dowager empress requested 
Traffic Manager Foley, of the railroad, 
not to use the loéomotive whistle, ex- 
plaining she was very nervous and that 
the fhistle frightened her. The dowager 
empress proposes to decorate the Amer- 
ican and Japanese officers who guarded 
the imperial palace during the courts’ 
absence. She also will confer decorations 
upon the officers and engineers who had 
charge of the imperial train during the 
railroad journey from Pao Ting Fu. 

The dowager empress has signed an 
edict ordering the decapitation of Gen- 
eral Tung Fuh Sian, thé notorious anti- 
foreigner. A tartar general in Kan Fu 
provinee has been ordered to carry out 
this sentence. 

Yuan Shi Kack, the viceroy of Chill 
province, and a number of other influen- 
tial officials, memortalized the throne, 
charging Tung Fuh Siang with the mur- 
der of Belgian missicnaries and urging 
his execution before he could institute 
rebellion and invélve China in trouble 
with foreign: governments.

IN TWO MILL CASES 


Part of Eagle and Phenix Litigation 
Ended. 


THIRD IS BOOKED FOR TRIAL 


The Suits of Mrs. Montgomery and 
Manhattan Savings Bank Have 
Ween Adjusted — Last Is 
with Park National 
Bank. 


Columbus, Ga., January 8.—(Special.)— 
One of the most interesting phases of the 
extensive Eagle and Phenix litigation at- 
tendant upon the embarrassment of the 
big mills under the old management sev- 
eral years ago, was the suit upon three 
netes upon which various ‘prominent 
Georgians, then directors of the Eagle 
and Phenix Manufacturing Company, 
were indorsers. 

It is announced that two of the cases 
have just been settled. The third is 
booked for trial in the near future in 
the federal court here. But it is hinted 
that it may be amicably adjusted. No 
statement has been obtained for publica- 
tion regarding the basis of settlement in 
the two cases which have been com- 
promised. 

The Montgomery Case. 

One of the cases settled is that of Mrs. 
Lizzie H. Montgomery, executrix of the 
estate of the late H. B. T. Montgomery, 
of Alabama. Suit was entered against the 
old Eagle and Phenix Manufacturing 


H. Brannon, A. J. Bethune, John 8S. Big- 
by, F. N. Graves, C. A. Collier, J. T. 
Warnock and C. C. Parrott as indorsers. 
It was alleged that on December 24, 
1895, the Eagle and Phenix Manufactur- 
ing Company gave Mr. Montgomery six 
notes of the face value of $5,400 each. 
These notes, it is alleged, were indorsed 
by the above named gentlemen as direc- 
tors of the company. 

As the old Eagle and Phenix Manufac- 
turing Company had gone into receiver's 
hands. and its assets used to satisfy 
other claims, it was really out of the 
indorsers of the notes that Mr. Mont- 
gomery hoped to reccver his money. ‘ 

It was claimed by the indorsers that 
after they had affixed their names to the 
paper the notes were altered, two clauses, 
one allowing 10 per cent attorneys’ fees, 
and one waiving homestead rights, being 
inserted. It was alleged that this alter- 
ation occurred after they had indorsed 
the notes, and before the notes'had been 
delivered to Mr. Montgomery.

Question of Redistricting the State Be- 
fore the Body. 


WILL CONSUME THREE WEEKS 


This Week Bill Will Be Introduced 
in Both Houses To Reform Pri- 
mary Election Laws and 
To Prevent Fraud. 


Jackson, Miss., January 8.—(Special.)— 
Although this is but the second day of 
the spec‘al legislative session, the ques- 
tion of redistricting the state so as to 
form eight congressional districts where 
Seven now exist has become an absorb- 
ing topic of d'scussion. The indications 
are that it will take not less than three 
weeks of solid work, involving many dis- 
sensions and much factionalism to reach 
a satisfactory solution of the problem. 

No less than six redistricting bills have 
been prepared for introduction and within 
the next day or so the presiding officers 
of the two bodies will name apportion- 
ment committees to take these meas- 
ures in hand and endeavor to whip them 
into shape for final report. It seems to 
be a foregone conclusion that none of 
these measures are going to meet with 
general indorsement anda bill framed 
by the committees after a conference on 
the subject seems to be the probable so- 
lution of the problem. 

Even at this early stage of the question 
it is apparent that the present members 
of congress have their forces fairly well 
organized and have intimated to thelr 
friends what they would like to have in 
the way of a new ‘district. The hard 
fighting on the subject will be confined 
chiefly to the committee rooms, but a 
big struggle may be expected on the 
floors of both bodies when some measure 
is finally brought up for third reading and 
placed on its passage. 

To Reform Election Laws. 

During the latter part of the week a 
bill will be in#roduced in both houses 
of the legislature which seeks to reform 
the primary election laws of the state 
so aS to provide more uniformity and to 
restrict the system so as to prevent 
frauds. Some opposition to the proposed 
measure has already iy ean ng and 
it is freely rumored that th®re will be a 
concerted®effort in both bodies to defeat 
any attempted legislation on the subject. 
Some interesting developments may be ex- 
pected after the measure is introduced, 
and it will undoubtedly be made the 
basis for a spirited fight. 

The present legislative session promises 
to be productive of much tinkering with 
the constitution. Already two concurrent 
resolutions which seek to change constli- 
tutional provisions have been introduced 
by Senator Campbell and more are 
threatened. 

One of Senator Campbell's resolutions 
seeks to amend section 36 so as to permit 
of general legislation at special sessions 
wrhout gubernatcrial recommendation. 
At present only such matters can be con- 
sidered at a special session as are recom- 
mended by the governor. 

The other resolution seeks to Chang®@ 
section 16 by taking away from the 
governor the power of appointing specja! 
judges of the-supreme court where one 
member is disqualified from sitting in a 
certain case and the attorneys are unable 
to agree On a special judge. The amefé@l- 
ment provides that the two qualified 
judges shall select some circuit judge or 
chancellor to sit and payment for same to 
be made from the treasury. 

Senator Noel’s Resolution. 


Senator Noel will offer his resolution 
providing for an elective judiciary within 
a few days and a concurrent resolution 
repealing the sections which  prohjbit 
death bed bequests to ecclesiastical ‘or- 
ganizations will also be offered. The 
latter was suggested by Bishop Gal- 
loway. 

Several other changes in the organic 
law of the commonwealth have been 
Suggested and will probably assume the 
form of resolutions during the session.

WILL NOT REPAIR 
DAMAGE OF FLOOD 


Dyke of North Carolina State Farm 
Swept Away. 


LOWLANDS ALL SUBMERGED 


'} Hundreds of Acres of Fertile Soil 


Covered with Sand Drift—Holes 
Torn in Other Places and 
Trees Litter the 
Ground. 


Raleigh, N. C., January 8.—(Special.)j— 
The directors of the penitentiary will not 
rebuild the dyke at the Caledonia state 
farm. There are 7,000 acres in the farm, 
which Hes along the Roanoke river, and 
there are 3 miles of dyke. 

The freshet last week tere away 500 
feet of the dyke and through this crevasse 
a torrent poured, flooding 3,000 acres of the 
farm; in gther words, all its lowlands. 

The dyke thus swept away was 36 feet 
in height, with @ breadth at base of 50 
feet, and at the top of 12 feet. The scene 
is one of utter destruction. Hundfeds of 
acres of the exceedingly fertile bottom 
lands are covered with sand to a depth 
of 4 feet. In other places deep holes 
are torn out, while trees, wrenched from 
the grotiid, are piled here and there. 

There are 2,000 acres of lowland sub- 
ject to overflow at high water and 1,000 
acres only subject at very high stages. 
The crops last week were nearly all 
housed and the damage to them is only 
about $1,000. That to the dykes is over 
$20,000. Last May the damage to the dvke 
was $20,000 and ta crops $30,000. Thus $50,- 
000 is lost in less than nine months. 

The state bought the farm for $60,000 
and has expended $50,000 on it. A director 
says that when the farm was sold to 
the state the positive assertion was made 
that it was worth $100,000, but that the 
board would sell it now for $50,000. 

The labor of one hundred convicts for 
three months in rebuilding the dyke swept 
away last May is thus absolutely wasted. 
The directors will abandon the lowlands 
and devote their attention to the 4,000 
acres of uplands. There are 250 convicts 
on the farm in two camps or stockades. 
These will@be put in one camp and all 
will be needed to cultivate the 4,000 acres. 
much of which was not in cultivation last 
year. 


OIL IS STRUCK IN FLORIDA. 


Pocket Found in Escambia County at 
170 Foot Depth. 

Pensacola, Fla., January 8.—At a depth 
of 170 feet the borers for the Escambia 
company on their property have struck a 
pocket of oll, which flowed freely and 
the grade is pronounced fine. The result 
is that great confidence has been inspired 
and those people who have made light 
of the efforts to find ofl here now believe 
with the remainder of the community 
that the efforts of prospectors will be 
successful. 

A party of Illinois men, experienced in 
the oil business, who are here and have 
options on the lands, announce that they 
will begin boring at once.

Dispensary Commission and State 
Board of Control To Be Elected.

Up; Also Anti-Trust

Columbia, 8S. C., January 8.—(Special.j— 
The general assembly of South Carolina 
will convene the second Tuesday in Jan- 
uary. Work on the capitol is being pushed 
to completion as the time limit to the 
contract has expired, but the buflding is 
now in a condition to be occupied and 
the sessions will in no way be inter- 
fered with. 

No radical legislation is expected this 
vear. The election of judges is exciting 
some’ interest. All the incumbents, ex- 
cept Judge O. W. Buchanan, of the third 
circuit, and Judge Benet, of the first, 
are without opposition. Both Benet and 
Buchanan have announced that it is not 
their intention to stand for reelection, 
and the contests will be narrowed to 
these two circults. 

Under the new constitution adopted in 
1895, a judge must reside within the cir- 
cuit to which he is elected, consequently 
candidates are chosén from their home 
circuits, 

T% is generally conceded that Charles 
Dantzler, of Orangeburg, will be elected 
in the first circuit, although Charleston 
has a strong candidate in John E. Burke. 
In the third circuit Messrs. R. O. Pardy 
and T. B. Fraser, of Sumter, and George 
Galletty, of Florence, will contend for 
Judge Buchanan’s place. 

‘Log rolling’ is the order of the day, 
and so far it is uncertain which of the 
three will be chosen. : 

Dispensary Commission. 

The dispensary commissioner and the 
state board ‘of control will also be elect- 
ed. H. H. Crum will probably succeed 
himself as commissioner, having given 
the state a clean, satisfactory adminis- 
tration during his term. 

The child labor bill will come up again 
this year and will provoke prolonged 
discussion. It probably will be the most 
important measure of the session. 

.It is probable that the lines of -the 
congressional districts will be changed. 
The lines were made years ago in such a 
way so as to secure to the democrats 
the control of six out of the seven con- 
gressional districts in the state. The 
seventh district, or ‘‘black district,”’ as 
it is called under the registration and 
“eight box’’ law leng since passed into 
the control of the Uemocrats and is now 
represented by. William Elliott. South 
Carolina members are on the anxious 
bench just now, for if the lines are re- 
arranged all of their reelections are not 
assured, 


Anti-Trust Legislation. 


The matter of anti-trust legislation will 
occupy the attention of the legislature. 
Attorney General Bellfnger’s § arraign- 
ment of the Virginia-Carolina Chemical 
Company is attracting widespread atten- 
tion. A copy of his report on the case 
has been mailed to each member of the 
general assembly.

Health Conaitions in Porto Rico. 

We hardly know what to make of 
the figures recently given out by the 
authorities of Porto Rico showing the 
number of deaths on the island for the 
past thirteen years, as compared with 
the number of births. 

In 1888 there was an excess of births 
over déaths, the figures for the year 
being 27,151 births and 25,568 deaths; 
but since 1888 there has been an ex- 
cess of deaths over births, and the dif- 
ference each year has continued to ir- 
crease until from the last official fig- 
ures, taken in 1900, it appears that 
the number of deaths was more than 
double-the number of births, the 
former being 41,854 and the latter 20,- 
259. 

Below we publish the official figures 
for each successive year, as follows: 


Evidently, from the showing the 
above table makes, the conditions 
which have prevailed in Porto Rico 
under Spanish rule have been even 
worse than those which have prevail- 
ed in Cuba; and if this proportion had 
continued it would not have been 
long before the native population 
would have become extinct. We are 
not in possession of the figures for the 
past year, which will no doubt show 
some jmprovement. 
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Density of Oriental Population. 


Although the area of Japan is less 
than half the area of the state of 
Texas, the population of the island 
empire is more than half the popula- 
tion of the United States. This gen- 
eral observation will give our readers 
some idea of the density of population 
in oriental countries, where the dispo- 
sition to emigrate from the old home 
land is by no means so strongly devel- 
oped as it is in the countries of Eu- 
rope. 

Most of the Europeans are descend- 
ants of the old Aryan family which 
emerged from the depths of Asia more 
than two thousand years ago, and 
which has since peopled the waste 
places of the globe with millions of 
restless spirits. What civilization 
owes ta the old Aryan family connot 
be estimated by any of the known 
standards of computation. Most of the 
wideawake nations of both hemis- 
pheres trace descent from this ancient 
nomadic household. 

But the Hindoos, the Chinese, the 
Japanese, the Malays and other tribes 
of the Far East, have none of the 
migratory tendencies of the Ev-. 
ropeans. They sprang from quite an- 
other source. They have always lived 
in the past, delighting in the worship 
of ancestors and clinging with tena- 
cious reverence to ancestral tradi- 
tions. Consequently they have re- 
mained at home, only the smallest 
‘percentage of the poorer classes being 
induced to emigrate; and the result is 
that the Orient today is literally over- 
run wih sluggish hordes of humanity. 
Nearly one-third of the population of 
the globe is congregated within the 
borders of China, and of all the drowsy 
and sleepy-headed nations of the east 
China is the worst. 

Japan seems to be the only country 
of the Orient which is waking up to 
the importance of breaking away from 
the old chains of Oriental conserva- 
tism and inertia and of entering the 
race of industrial and commercial com- 
petition with the nations of the Occi- 
dent. On account of the density of 
population throughout the kingdom, 
the Jans have for some time been 
planting colonies in Hawaii. and ex- 
cept for the shrewdness of Uncle Sam 
the kingdom of the mikado might 
eventually have fallen’ heir to the 
archipelago which now belongs to us. 

Western ideas are today producing 
many revolutionary changes in Japan, 
and sooner or later they will no doubt 
penetrate into the heart of China, 
eansine the sleepy old empire to wake 
from the slumber of centuries and to 
become an active force in the affairs 
of the globe.

Is @ Soldier a Citizen? 

Among other interesting side ques- 
tions which bristlé out of the late 
naval ruction our attention is called 
by an astute lawyer friend to one 
that is particularly pertinent. The 
extraordinary reprimand given by the 
president and secretary of war to Gen- 
eral Miles and the implied rebuke to 
Admiral Dewey raise the question 
whether the army regulations or a de- 
partment precept can abrogate the 
constitutional rights of an American 
citizen? 

The first amendment to the consti- 
tution of the United States provides 
that “congress shall make no law re- 
specting an establishment of religion 
or prohibiting the free exercise there- 
of: or abridging tha freedom of speech 
or of the press,” etc. The army regu- 
lations, which the president assumed 
gave him the right to censure General 
Miles for expressing his personal opin- 
ion of the Schley case, are made law 
by an act of cengress. Are we to un- 
derstand that congress, then, can en- 
act a statute that will put General 
Miles, because he happens to. be the 
lieutenant general of the army, be- 
yond the pale and protection of the 
constitutional amendment above re- 
cited? Does a citizen cease to have a 
citizen’s rights whén he becomes a 
member of tlf¥é military or naval estab- 
lishment?

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Connecticut Wants Another Consti- 
tution. 

Since 1818 the people of Connecticut 
have made no serious attempt to 
change the organic law of the com- 
Anonwealth, and this fact will tend to 
fasten the eyes of the whole country 
upon the deliberations of the constitu- 
tional convention which meets in the 
-Nutnieg State this week. 

On account of exig«Ing social and in- 
dustrial conditions in Connecticut it 
seems to be imperatively necessary 
that certain changes should be made 
in the constitution of the state. For 
instance, the lower branch of the leg- 
islature has long since ceased to be 
truly representative, because the con- 
stitution prescribes only two represen- 
tatives each for towns in excess of 
5,000 inhabitants, and one each for all 
others, bringing about an unequal bal- 
ance in the legislative scales and 
placing the larger commercial centers 
at the mercy of the smaller ones. 
New Haven and Hartford have been 
virtually stripped of all power in the 
legislature, notwithstanding the vast 
monetary interests which they repre- 
sent and the enormous taxes which 
they pay into the state treasury. An- 
other matter which calls for atten- 
tion at the hands of the constitutional 
convention is the lack of adjustment 
between the state and the corpora- 
tions. 

We are not surprised at the action 
of Connecticut in calling this consti- 
tutional convention, after the lapse of 
eighty-four years, but knowing the 
progressive enterprise of the state, we 
are surprised that it was not called 
sooner.

Ship Subsidies in France.

In combating such measures as the 
Frye bill by paying bounties to the owners 
of ships engaged in ocean transportation 
the chief attention is given very properly 
to the principle involved in a proposition 
to tcx the nmiasses of the peorle in order 
to pay a few men to carry on their own 
business. On the other side the notion 
that it is a conditicn and not a theory 
that confronts us is made prominent. Our 
merchant marine has decayed; nobody 
denies this. It ought to be rehabilitated; 
that also is admitted. But that the pay- 
ment of bounties is the only way to re- 
habilitate it, or that this would prove 
effeciual, is not demonstrated; it is as- 
sumed, and assumed without sufficient 
grounds. It happens that the French par- 
liament has now before it a bill to en- 
ccurage the ocean carrying trade. This 
is not the inauguration of a new policy, 
but simply a bill to amend a law that has 
proved a failure. Since 1895 irance has 
paid in shipping bounties the enormous 
sum of $42,000,000, an average of $7,000,000 a 
year, and has got for the expenditure no 
satisfactory results. 


Palma’s Peculiar Idea.

Washington officials seem surprised that 
the newly elected president of Cuba con- 
Siders himself fully able to manage the 
affairs of the island without American 
assistance. He thinks that the Cubans 
can establish and maintain their gov- 
ernment successfully, and starting for 
Cuba he did not stop at: Washington to 
consult the president.

S) TATE POLITICAL GOSSIP. 
Contests of the® Past. 


In an article in The Augusta Herald on 
some interesting and exciting campaigns for 
governor in the earlier days of the state’s 
history, Martin V. Calvin recalis some of 
the most notable campaigns of the past for 
the office of the chief magistrate. He says: 

“A battle royal was fought, in 1851, by 
Howell Cobb, representing the union senti- 
ment of the state, and Charles J. McDonald. 
who stood for state's “gehts. 
te was -the delight of the observant vo- 
ters of that period to tell of the wondrous 
meetings and the more wondrous speeches 
made by Cobb and by McDénald. The boy 
of. 10 years and the man of 70 went from 
those meetings brimful of the epirit of this 
government of the people, by the people and 
for the people. The issues of the day. not 
rersona'isms, engaged the thoughts of the 
eloquent and masterful debatants. 

‘“‘Howell Cobb, a genius on the hustings— 
magnetic, sincere and learned—sowed broad- 
cast during that ever memorable campaign 
seeds of ‘love for the union’ which took deep 
root in the hearts of the people, so that in 
"60 it was no wonder that Charles J. Jenkins, 
Henry H. Cumming, John P. King. Benja- 
min H. Hill and hundreds by hundreds of 
others, did all they could to stem the tide 
of eecersion and later plead eloquently for co- 
op°*ration as against actton by individual 
states. 

“In 1853 Herschel V. Johnson, states rights, 
strove for the governorship with Charles J. 
Jenkins, who epoke fo: the union. 

“It need scarcely be said that when these 
illustrious men appeared on the stump, the 
people, party and party alike, were roused 
to the highest enthusiasm, and made clear 
tu them, educated or uneducated, the genius 
of republican institutions. 

“In 1855 Governor Johnson locked horns 
with tke accomplished and daring Garnett 
Andrews, who represented the American or 
know nothing party. 

“As a side light, 


and a very entertaining 
end interesting one at that, appeared big 
big-hearted B. H. Overby, who spoke for 
the temperance element of the state. 

“In the change of :cenes, parties and can- 
didates, the hustings lost nothing in attrac- 
tiveness, for Johnson sustained his  well- 
earned reputation of orator and debat#t, 
while Andrews, bright as a gold dollar fresh 
from the mint and full-panoplied, bore aloft 
with ability and energy the standard of his 
party. . 
“In 1857 Joseph E. Brown, fresh from glean- 
ing golden grain on his farm among. the 
mountains of north Georgia, and Benjamin 
H. Hill, a very Boanerges from the cultured 
county of Troup, crossed swords. 

‘It was during the joint debates between 
these young intellectual giants, that Brown 
formed the habit of ‘washing his hands with 
invisible soap’ ard Hill assumed that thought- 
ful pose of head which ever afterwards was 
part and parce) of the man. 

‘*‘Need it be declared that, in the discussions 
between these two most em{nent Georgians, 
that the underlying principles of popular gov- 
ernment were laid bare; that the rights of the 
south in the territories were made plain; 
that the people were instructed fn detail on 
every topic that related to their welfare. 

‘In 1859 Governor Brown and Warren Aiken 
made the race for governor. Governor Srown 
was, of course, at himself: for he had two 
years in the executive office and was ever 
élert. To follow in the footsteps of Benjamin 
H. Hill was surely enough to put Warren 
Aiken to the test. He proved himself equal 
to the emergency, and Lis party, though de- 
feated, lost nove of their love or enthusiasm 
for their leader. Aiken kept their standard 
at the front during the flerce conflict and 
returned it to party headquarters free from 
stain or tarnish. 

“Ah, it is something to have lived in those 
glorious years. The writer knows most of 
the events by history; some of them by per- 
sonal knowledge; for from the time he was 
tall enough to stand at a barbecue table, he 
attended every political meeting within twen- 
ty miles cf Augusta, and today he recalls, 
as though it were yesterday, the outpouring 
of the people, the eloquence of the speakers 
and the thunderous,and long continued ap- 
plause of the multitude that greeted every 
burat of eloquence from the lips of their re- 
eEpective champions. / 

“Conditions have changed, It is more dif: 
ficult for a men to catch and enthuse his 
audience; people seem to want facts in a 
purely matter-of-fact speech. And the people 
are ‘unenthusable;’ they clap their hands in 
a timid ecrt of manner; they are afraid to 
let go and yell when they hear a sentence 
that thrills them to the heart. This lack in 
the audience, everywhere manifested, begets 
a lack on the stump. We have voluntarily, 
carelessly, almost inexcusably, gone into de- 
cadence in the matter of oratory. I belleve 
that public speakers, caeteris paribus, can 
Ly degrees and becoming effort remedy this 
evil.”’ 
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Mme. Bakhmeteff. 

W. E. Curtis, in Chicago Record- 
Herald: The supreme representative of 
Russia in Bulgaria today is Mr. Bakhme- 
teff, a diplomatist of great talent, learn- 
ing and long experience, who disguises 
his cleyerness under an air of cynical 
indifference.

To her bg- 
nevolent soul is due the establishment of 
several much needed charities in Bulgaria. 
She organized a free hospital and in- 
terested in her work the czarina, who at 
her own expense sent to Sofia a staff of 
nurses from a Russian religious sister- 
hood. Mme. :Bakhmeteff has introduced 
the Red Cross Society in Buigaria, has 
Pinterested herself in the improvement of 
the schools, and as the social leader of 
the capital has made good work fashion- 
able among the Buigarian women. She 
has also started a school for ;trained 
nurses, in wnich Mme. Danbff, ‘wife of 
the minister of foreign affairs, is taking 
an active interest. A native lady yes- 
terday told me that Mme. Bakhmeteff 
was a saint, and I am sure that many «f 
the people regard her in the same spirit.

FILIPINOS BIDING THEIR TIME 
TO STRIKE THE UNITED STATES 


Consensus of Opinion Among Army Officers Is to 
That Effect---What “Guerrilla” Warfare 
Means to Natives of Philippines. 


LOILO, Island of Panay, P. I.—Jaro, 
| Pronounced Harrow, like the famous 

school town of England, is another 
very pretty small town near Iloflo, noted 
principally for the homes of wealthy Filt- 
pinos, the most of whom have an Iloilo 
house also and own large haciendas over 
on Negros. Negros is just across a nar- 
row channel or strait and is one of the 
richést islands of the entire group. Sugar 
and hemp, tebacco and rice are grown 
there in profusion. Most of the large es- 
tutes are, however,“owned in Noilo. 


This mention of Negros causes me to 
hark back to a remark in-the early part 
of this letter. 1 have said that there was 
ne insurrection on Negros. It was one of 
the first, if not the first, of all the islands 
tc ask for the establishment of an Amerl- 
can civil government. This fact has been 
largely responsible for the belief that the 
Vasayans would give no trouble, which 
has been so strongly held in some quar¢ 
ters. In reality, however, it means notb- 
ing of the sort. The organization of the 
insurrection in the Visayan islands was 
in the hards of a council made up of 
delegates from each of the islands, offi- 
cially Known as the “Consejo Federal de 
las Visayas.’ That, as I have said; was 
a body made up of delegates from each 
of the islands and it seems to have had 
absolute direction of affairs during all of 
the early days of trouble with the Unitcd 
States. Not very long ago the minutes 
cf the proceedings of that body fell into 
the hands of one of our officers and these 
threw interesting side lights upon this 
action in Negros. 

At a meeting of the council, at which a 
representative of Aguinaldo, who had 
been sent down from Luzon, was present 
the whole situation was canvassed and a 
resolution was formally adopted that. 
since Iloilo, which would naturally be the 
center of operations of the army of the 
Visayas, was to so great an extent de- 
pendent upon Negros for its supplies, no 
insurrection should be organized in Ne- 
gros. I have not the exact words, but 
that is the effect of the action of the 
Visayan council. It must be borne in 
mind that this same council organized 
and directed, for a considerable time at 
least, the insurrection in the _ other 
islands of the Visayas. So it was through 
no lack of animosity toward, and through 
no friendship for the Americans that Ne- 
gros was kept out of the fighting column. 


At any rate, the result was the same, 
end so was the inspiration back of it. Ne- 
gros was kept out of the fighting column 
from no love for the Americans. It was 
the same feeling on the part of the men 
who controlled .Negros that peace there 
plays into the hands of the insurrection 
which brought about the early request 
for the establishment of an American 
civil government. That there should 
have been no insurrection on the islahd 
and that things should be peaceful today 
does not at all argue that the sentiments 
of the people there differ in any degree 
from the sentiments of their blood rela- 
tives on Panay and Leyte, Cebu and Sa- 
mar, Boho]-and the other smalier islands. 

The officers of our army who have made 
as close a study as is possible of the con- 
ditions in these islands have, without. a 
single ¢xception, as far as I have been 
able to find, come to the cénclusion that 
down in their hearts the people are nw 
more nearly reconciled to the idea of 
American sovereignty than they were in 
the days when most of them were in 
open arms. I say most of them, because 
it seems never to have been a question of 
the number of- men in the insurgent 
ranks. The number of fighting men was 
limited by the number of available weap- 
cns and not at all by any lack of sym- 
pathy on the part of professing “amigos”’ 
with the men who did the fighting or any 
lack of desire to get into the fighting 
ranks. 

When you ask an officer just how, in 
the face of Filipino expressions of friend- 
liness, he has come to the conclusion that 
the people down in their hearts are as 
bitterly opposed to us as ever, he may 
have some difficulty in citing you in- 
stances to give warrant to his conviction, 
and yet they all have this conviction. 
They say that the people have bowed he- 
fore the stegm because they have had to, 
but that with them it is only a question

have carried home with them, ff their 
offictal reports indicate their sentirments. 
the bellof that everything is happy out 
here and that the goose hangs high. [ 
do not know whether the roseate pic- 
tures painted in their official reports 
mean that they believe there wiil be no 
trouble in the future, ‘but I do kn Xv 
that fhe men who are here on the ground 
ana who are brought in daily contact 
with the Filipinos of all conditions look 
for more trouble. 


One thing upon which they base this 
conviction is the continued existence of 
the famous secret soctlety of the Filipinos, 
the Katipunan. The Filipinos protest that 
this society, the backbone of the insur- 
rection against Spain, has parsed out cf 
cxistence. Any one of them, asked if he 
belongs to or knows anything about the 
existence of this secciety. will enter a 
rrompt and sweeping denial; but the of- 
ficers of cur army not only beHeve that 
the society exists, but have proofs to 
show that it dces, and, moreover, thut 
some of the mist influential men on the 
islands give countenance to it. 

Tire Filipinos are great pe ple for se- 
cret socicties. They are great intriguers. 
As cne officer #aid to me the other ‘lay: 
“If 1 were orgsnizing a political party 
cut here 1 would call tt the diplomatic 
party, and I believe I would get them 
all in it.” They believe intrigue to be 
diplomacy and ima@gine themselves great 
diplome ts. 

&peaking of parties, cone of the most In- 
telligent students of the situation I have 
found out here says it is undoubtedly 
true that the men who are directing the 
affairs of the Katipunan society, though 
they may not be its cfficers, are mem)bcrs 
of the federal party, the cne into whose 
hends the civil government has o0en 
practically placed. I know of one civil 
gcvernor of whcm it is said that while 
he has declined to take en office in the 
society, he has given the members as- 
surances that he is with them heart and 
soul. It may be that he is simpiy play- 
ing both ends against the middle—that 
he is jollying the Filipinos as much as 
he is the Americans. With such a man 
it is impossible to say where he will light 
in cese of a clash; but the people here 
who have had the best opportunities for 
studying the s’tuation believe that al! 
such men are at heart against American 
sovereignty, even if they are drawing 
good salaries by the grace of the Amer- 
icar government.

ef native material. Here in Iloilo, for 
instance, the governor of the province is 
Martin Delgado, who was at one time the 
generalissimo in command of all the Fil- 
ipino forces upon the island. Indeed, I 
do not know but his authority extende:1 
in some sense over the troops in other 
islands as well.* At any rate, he was 
one of the most prominent generals in 
the Visayan islands and was at one time 
en ugh of a dictator to disband and force 
cut of existence this “Conejo Federal de 
las Visayas,’’ which was the controlling 
pcvernment at the outset. Delgado has 
been busy organizing his police force for 
the different towns in his province, has 
equipped them with guns and has taught 
them to shoot. Every muricipality where 
civi! government has been established 
has a.similar force of native police. There 
may be danger in teaching the Filipinos 
the art of using guns properly. If they 
had had more guns or if they had known 
how to use those they had, the submis- 
sion of these islande wceuld have been 
a much more difficult problem than .t 
has been; as it is, enough money and 
many more than erough gocd Americi4 
lives were lost in bringing things t6 their 
present status. If the American officers 
anticipate there is to be more trouble. 
end if the Filipinos are not only taught 
how to use rifles, but nave these weapons 
rlaced in their hands, there may yet De 
s¢me merry times ahLeed for the American 
army down here in the tropics. It is pos- 
sible that a friend of mine who is now 
on his way back to the states with a 
view to getting a commission when a 
ew call for vclunteers comes from the 
white house may not be disappointed: and 
it is even possible that he may not De 
Gisappointed in his ccnviction that this 
call for volunteers will come within tw9 
or three months, though if I were callel 
upen to predict I woula not set the date 
so carly. 

I am not endeavoring to pose as an 
alarniist; I am making no predictions at 
all: all I have tried to do is to give you 
the sentiment prevailing among the army 
officers who are here on the scene. I do 
not see how it would profit them to draw 
wrong conclusions. They are getting all 
the trouble they want and it is not hu- 
man nature to bite off more of this com- 
modity than is absolutely necessary. Yet 
the most optimistic of them indorse the 
general view that while the Filipinos 
have bowed their heads to the stort, 
it is with them simply a question whether 
the time and the opporunity ever come 
for another effort to takeeup arms in 
another fight for their freedom and inde- 
pendence which is their greatest desire. 
Taken as a race they may’‘not have very 
definite ideas of freedom ard independ- 
ence; but as a race they resent the as- 
sumed superiority of the white man. 

It may be a little significant in view of 
the submission of so many of them and 
of their apparent willingness to take a 
hand in the organization of the civil 
government that this is absolutely in line 
with the advice given by Aguinaldo and 
other leaders. There are documents in 
existence showing that when these lead- 
ers found there was no further hope in 
fighting, they advised apparent acquiés- 
cence; they advised the acceptance of of- 
fice and of anything else that could be 
gotten at the hands of the Americans; 
they even advised—I might say urged— 
thé men to take pésitions on these munl- 
cipal police forces. Perhaps it is a mere 
coincidence that there should have been 
this advice and that the men should have 
acted on the same line, but there is cer- 
tainly no sense in our people shutting 
their eyes to the possible significance of 


such coincidences. , 


One new thing I have learned here at 
Iloilo sheds light upon the newspaper 
talk about guerilla warfare, of which 
there has been a good deal in the past. 
The Filipinos had a good deal to say 
themselves about guerilla warfare, but 
their word ‘guerilla’ had a somewhat 
different meaning from that which we 
usually give it. The word with them 
means a band. For them to speak of 
guerilla warfare did not necessarily carry 
with it the bandit and highwayman meth- 
od of procedure that the word conveys to 
cur mind. When they found it impossible 
to operate any longer with armies of any 
size on account of the larger numbers 
and the greatly superior fighting quali- 
ties of the American soldiers, their forces 
Were divided in “guerillas” of approxi. 

ly forty-five men each. Each was in 
ma¢ an independent command, It was 
Grn divided into “fractions” of fifteen 
men cach. Hach fraction had as its offi- 
cers a sergeant and a corporal: and toe 
each fraction there were assigned seven 
fighting men, for rifles were precious;

Witnesses had 
been hefore the grand jury and testified 
that members of the. police force had 
visited rooms in which gambling was 
g0ing on and had rot only failed to 
make arrests it had not reported the 
matter to the chief of police. The tenor 
of the evidence thus obtained was that 
policemen were in collusion with men 
whe were ruoning gambling rooms in 
the city. 

Chief Ball asked for names, and the 
only: one so far furnished him is that of 
Officer Grant. 

Although the charges took shape two 
days ago, the matter was kept so quiet 
that publicity is now given it for the 
first time. 

Who the witnesses were that appearea 
before the grand jury and furnished the 
information that led to the investiga- 
tion in police circles is not known. They 
are said to be, however, reputable citi- 
zens, although they had been in the gam. 
bling rooms in which Officer Grant ig 
said to have been seen. 

Before Grant was suspended he was 
called before the chief and the chair- 
mai of the police board, and to them ha 
emphatically denied that he had visited 
gambling rooms as charged. 

Grand Jury After Gamblers. 

Last week the grand jury made some 
special investigations in regard to gam- 
bling in the city. Among the witnesses 
summoned were several men who were 
known to play cards now and then. 
These men were closely questioned and 
tome of them testified that members of 
the police force knew of the gambling in 
many places and did not make any ar- 
rests. 

Chief Ball was sent for and it is said 
he told the grand jprors that no officer 


‘in the city was mre ready and willing 


to prosecute all cases of gambling than 
he. Upon being informed of the evidence 
before the jury, he asked if any names 
of policemen could be given. He was told 
that Officer Tom Grant was sald to 
have been seen in gambling places and 
that it was believed he wag in collusion 
with the men who conducted the re- 
sorts. 

Officer Grant was immediately ques- 
tiened. His denial was heard and his 
euspension came next.

Will J. Cox, Atlanta Man, Styjcken 
in Mexico—300 Men Die in 


Railroad Camp. 

News of the illness of Will J. Cox, an 
Atlanta man, which has been received by 
his father, Colonel J. E. Cox, of tho 
sheriff's office, brings to light information 
of a terrible yellow fever scourge in Mexi- 
co. 

Will J. Cox is a contractor, engaged in 
building 2 railroad near the City of Mexi- 
co, and about twenty days ago yellow 
fever broke out in a camp in which 800 
employees were quartered. Out of that 
number about 300 have died with the 
dread disease. Most of the men are Mex- 
icans.

He 
was formerly connected with the Western 
and Atlantic railroad and was for some 
time private secretary to Mr. Eager, for- 
merly superintendent of the Athanta, 
Knoxville and-Northern railroad.

Colonel Woodward's request is, 
fect, a resignation from the state ser- 
vice, but it urderstood it will not 
be accepted until Lieutenant Coionel Clif 
ford L. Anderson, recently elected, h 0 
qualified and is in a position to assume 
command. 

The action of Colonel Woodward in 
sending this request to the governor is 
in accordance with his purpose as e¢x- 
pressed last October just before the mil- 
itary fair was held. He stated at that 
time he intended to resign,.but would 
wait unti) after the fair, and an effort 
was then made to keep his intention a 
secret until the fair had closed. The 
matter, however, bécathe public at that 
time. 

When he sent his resignation 
governcr, Colorel Woodward, also noti- 
ficd by wir2 Major W. A. Patton, of 
Rome, who the senicr officer next 
in command, with the request that he 
should take charge of the regiment 
until other arrangements were made. 

Colonel Woodward, when seen yester 
day, gaid there was: no foundation for 
the report that his resignation was pre- 
cipitated by the election of Captain V.

The recent bad 
weather had practically put a stop to

The entire business 
section is to be paved with this material, 
and when the work is completed the 
street will be paved from the south end 
of the viaduct to the:Central railroad 
tracks in West End. Before the year is 
over it is expected that a movement will 
be put on foot looking’ to the paving of 
Peachtree street from the north end of 
the viaduct to Ellis street. 

If this is done there will be a magnifi- 
cent drive from Buckhead, in the north- 
ern part of the county, to East Point, in 
the southern part. The road to Bast 
Point is already paved with chert and 
the Peachtree road is likewise in excel- 
lent condition. Some important street 
improvements are expected during the 


next twelve months.

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A GEORGIA HORSEMAN 
WITH A NATIONAL RECORD 


ORSEMAN McINTOSH, of Mariet- 
H ta, a Georgian and a man recog- 
nized the country over as one of 
the best trainers who ever handled a 
horse, was at the Aragon yesterday, 
where he came in contact with horse 
owners now en route to New Orleans, 
Few men in the country, still fewer in 
the south, have brought out as many 
good horses, horses worth money, as 
Trainer McIntosh. In 1890 he picked up a 
Georgia colt which he christened Miss 
Cawley. At that time 2:20 was good. Caw- 
ley was soon in the ‘19 class and made 
money for her owners. She was a small 
brown mare, carrying a scrubby look 
when quiet and at ease. But with Mc- 
Intosh’s cluck a complete change came 
about. Style and action. pleased all ob- 
servers and within a shore time Miss 
Cawley became a favorite wherever she 
was shown. When she was retired Miss 
Cawley carried the distinction of having 
come within the money in every one of 
the 100 races she had started in. One 
hundred times she went off at the start- 
ers’ call, and while she did not. win all 
races in which she was booked, she never 
tretted one which did not. bring her 
owners money. 

That isn’t a bad track record. 

Mazette, a gray mare, which made quite 
a reputation in 1894, was picked up by 
Trainer McIntosh in Alabama. Mazette 
had a fine appearance and at one time it 
was thought she would prove a wonder. 
She did not pan out as well as Miss Caw- 
ley, but she always kept the track fol- 
lowers zuessing. It was hard to tell whet 
she might do and the pool box men were 
rever satisfied when she was on the card. 
Mazette was the fifth horse that got 
down to 2:18 the season she made her 
work. 

Nubbin W. Made Record. 

It was MclIntosh’s horse, Nubbin W, a 
great showy black stallion, that went out 
in front of the celebrated Archer in 189. 
Archer had been invincible in his class. 
Behind Nubbin W, Trainer McIntosh 
came up to the pole. There were two false 
starts and then off they went. Archer be- 
ing in the lead. McIntosh pushed his stal- 
lion and the gap closed. Nubbin dre@ 
alongside the celebrated Archer. Archer 
wasn’t accustcmed to thet play and let 
out a link. Mack saw the game and, smil- 
ing, gave Nubbin the word and “hen the 


fight in earnest began. Both horses went 
into the battle with zeal and life. Archer 
vas surprised to fird he couldn’t shake 
the black beside him. Without whip or 
strap Archer gave new energy to his 
work, but that Georgia horse remained 
beside him as though the two were a 
team. Nubbin, trained to work by word, 
tessed his ear back now and then. Ap- 
parently he was straining every nerve, 
every muscle to keep his pace. But his 
driver knew better. Down to the half- 
mile it was nose and nose. Then Mack 
touched the Georgia trotter and the ari- 
swer came. Within a minute the black’s 
rose came to the front and though half 
the course had been covered, the race was 
all over. Gradually Nubbin pulled away 
from Archer. Archer’s driver Was train- 
ed to his work. He saw he had a game in 
hand. ‘He used his voice, thea his whip, 
but neither worked, for the Georgia horse 
was the better of the two and went home 
a head in front. 

But after that race Nubbin was never 
good and was sent to the farm. 

Twelve Times a Winner. 

Trainer McIntosh carried only one 
shafiter east last year—Captain Chuck. 
The horse was picked up in Géorgia and 
during the season placed many a dollar 
in his owner’s pocket. In the Boston cir- 
cuit he was entered twelve times and did 
his work without a single loss. Twelve 
wins out of twelve trials is rarely found 
on race tracks. 

“There are any number of good horses 
in Georgia,’ said McIntosh at the Ara- 
gon vesterday. “Right here in Atlanta 
are some excellent horses. I can easily 
count -a dozen here in the city that are 
as good as almost anything to be found 
in St. Louis, Ghicago, Indianapolis or 
even Louisville. Within the last two 
vears love for horses has grown in At- 
lanta—I mean love for gocd norses-—and 
today no city in the south can show bet- 
ter style in the shafts or alongside the 
pole than Atlanta. I could name a dozen 
horses here good enough for any horse 
show. However, I don’t say good enough 
for prize winners.”’ 

Trainer McIntosh has a _ half-dozen 
horses in training at his farm near Mari-

PAYMENT OF PENSIONS TO 


BEGIN ON JANUARY 14 


ENSION COMMISSIONER J. W. 

Lindsey, who returned to the city 
ycsterdey, announced that he would be- 
gin the payment of pensions on January 
24. 

The pensioners residing in Fulton county 
will be the first to be paid, and after that 
the counties around Fulton will be taken 
up in succession, in a series of concentric 
circles, so to speak, and paid as rapidly 
as possible. 

Fultcn county has 634 pensioners on the 
rolls of whom 107 are indigents, 217 dis- 
abled and 310 widows. The indigents will 
be paid on January M4 and all the other 
classes on January 15. After Fulton 
county has been disposed of, other coun- 
ties will be taken up in the following or- 
der, the total number of pensioners to 
be paid being stated: 

Januery 16, Clayton 94 and Cobb 708; 
January 17, DeKalb 174 <nd@ Gwinnett 271, 
January 2, Henry 220, Fayette 165 and 
Campbell 106;- January 21, Douglas 100, 
Paulding 154, Rockdale 2, Milton 74 an 
Newton 123; January 22, Jones 75, Twiggs 
93, Wilkinson 87, Lawrerce 122 and John- 
son i2i. 

The ccunties will be taken up in this 
manner throughout the state, and the 
payments will be completed, with scat- 
tering exceptions, by February 2. Last 
year the payments were not completed 
until the latter part of March, but it is 
Commissioner Lindsey’s intention this 
year to get through in two months.

Mrs. Lewis’ maiden name, Eulalia 
Pressly, was also restored and she was 
awarded judgment against the defendant 
for costs of the case. 

It was alleged that the plaintiff married 
Lewis in Atlanta on July 18, 1900, and that 
at the time of the marriage the husband 
had ancther living wife, whom he had 
married in Canada. Mrs. Lewis accord- 
ingly asked that the second marriage be 
annulled. It was stated that Lewis’ resi- 
dence is unknown. . 

It was claimed that the nearest wit- 
nesses to the Canada marriage reside in 
Michigan; that they could not be com- 
pelled to come to Georgia to testify in 
Mrs. Lewis’ favor, and that although the 
petitioner had not been lawfully married, 
she labored under all of the disabilities 
of a married woman She was represented 
by Attorney Joseph M. Nealon. 


Pensions To Be Paid.

Prime on the Crop Situation. 


(From The New York Stockholder.) 

Chicago, January 4.—The year ‘has opened, 
from almost any point you look at it, ag- 
ricultural, commercial or fmanciai, with a very 
encouraging outlook for the year 1902. Agri- 
culturally, it has. become an oki story now to 
say even a word about the condition of the 
farmer, which was never better. He has been 
growing richer steadily for the last two years. 
With the exception of corn all his crops have 
been good this past year and they have 
brought very remunerative prices, Large sur- 
pluses of grain of former years do not em- 
barrass him, neither do they have a tendency 
to drag him down or depress prices, and there 
is no reason in the world why, from a legiti- 
mate point of supply and demand, everything 
he has on hand today should not bring, no 
matter what Uhe crop prospects are for the 
coming season, excellent prices. Live stock 
also, consisting of hogs, cattle and sheep, are 
all in great demand and pay the farmer well 
for his trouble in growing them. ‘ 

Up to the present date we have had no bad 
storms to interfere with the moving of crops 
and our railroad communications have not been 
interrupted since the Ist of December, {90!. 

Comparatively speaking, we are having an- 
other dry winter. The amount of snow on the 
ground today its hardly worth reporting, and 
while we are not suffering at the present time

While the price of corn has shown lit- 
tle or. no advance during the last fourteen 
days, the situation remains unchanged. Re- 
ceipts at grain centers have not increased and 
the demand at home for feeding purposes stil!

With this outlook we have no accumulations 
so far this winter of corn at raNroad stations, 
and are not likely to have.

HE gathering at Mrs. Lowe's Tu2s- 
day evening showed Miss Crozier, 


or rather the spirit she represents, 


in a somewhat new phase. 

I shall not attempt to give the line of 
thought or even a suggestion of the life 
ideas that Miss Crozier has read into 
what she calls ‘“‘the philosophy of Emily 
Dickinson.”’ 


The exposition of Emily Dickinson's 


Philosophy, as set forth on the occasion | 


of the lecture, cccupied some seventy-five 
minutes. I will certainly not attempt 
to report it in a shorter time, for to omit 
one single point that the speaker made 
last night would be to ruin the mosaic. 

Radical certainly seemed some of the 
statements. For instance: “Emily Dickin- 
son is the feminine side of which Byron 
represents extreme masculinity; the fail- 
ings of Byron and the ineffectiveness of 
Emily Dickinson being due to the same 
cause—social suppression, social methods 
which failed to develep the individual as 
a whole—mistaken social methods, 
result of the asceticism of the middle 
ages.’’ One other similar statement was: 
“Byron was spiritually as far elevated 
above the Europe of his day as was New- 
ton mathematically of his time, 
know that Europe required about ninety 
years to realize that what Sir Isaac 
Newton had discovered was a law—unl- 
versal, certain, permanent.” 

So far as Emily Dickinson's philosophy 
Was concerned, Miss Crozier reasoned 
that she represents veracity and reti- 
cence with love as the method—the al- 
chemy through which natural forces do 
their work. Byron 
lieved, sincerity and truth, but where 
Byron lived the life of passionate en- 
deavor, Emliy Dickinson was conient to 
simply work out the soul evolution with- 
eut direct effort to reform or cooperate 
with her fellow man. 
years on the lounge 
going bevond her father’s grounds, 
She has left us this, according to 
Crozier:. ‘Action is redemption.” “Ex- 
periment has a stimulus that withers its 
fears.”’ | 

Miss Crozier used no notes, but never- 
theless illustrated her arguments almost 
entirely through the thought of Goethe, 
Byron and Emily Dickinson. 

After the lecture, when 
‘Where do you get this 
that you claim to stand 
Miss Crozier said: “My thought—every- 
thing I ccnsciously use—I can trace to 
two sources—Goethe and Matthew Ar- 
nold. These taught me how to think. [ 
learned to feel from Byrcn, and if I 
have ever learned how to make thinking 
and feeling agree, my master was Rus- 


kin.”’

“Old man Ketcham, the father of 
George M. Ketcham, who owns this rec- 
ord-breaking trotter Cresceus,” said a 
Westerner to a New York Mail and Ex- 
press reporter at Brighton Beach after 
the great race recently, ‘““was om of the 
most prominent characters in Tolede 
years ago, just as he was about the rich- 
est man in that town.

When a passenger got on he 
would offer to put his or her nickel in the 
box. He promptly pocketed the nickel and 
deposited a ticket purchased at reduced 
rates. 

“His boys were not exactly chips of the 
old block and used to make the money fly 
when they got it. The old man didnt 
wear such awfully stunning togs, and one 
day they decided he ought to have a new 
overcoat. So they went to a swell tailor 
and told him to build a coat for their 
father, charge him $10 for it and the rest 
to them. The coat was a beauty and cost 
$85. Ketcham/‘put it on and went down- 
town.
